It Is rara that we hoar 
of ono of such groat size as this Pennsylva- 
nia meteor; indooiS 3no may almost quas- 
tioii tho truth of t'to account. But there 
havo boon even larger ouos, though not, 
probably, In modern times. 


TIF.U-nOT STONES. 


Tho theory of somo porsons that these 


rod-hot stones Lave boon thrown out of somo 
volcano, and thon boon drawn bad: to tho 
earth's surface by gravitation, is wholly un- 
tonable.

It Is not probable that 
they aro recent emanations from ono oC tho 
otlior plansts; thoy aro drawn, In all prob- 
ability, by tho earth's greater attraction, 
out of their place in somo of the great 
meteor streams that revolve, Ilka the earth, 
around the sun, each in its own orbit. At 
certain points in tho annual journeys of our 
own world and oJ theso groat stroams of 
loosely aggregated rocks o£ many sizjs, tho 
two orbits evidently f o nearly touch as to 
mnko it possible for tha globe on which we 
Ilvo to capturo some of tho mateoric bodies 
which constitute iho fringo or skirt, so to 
opeak, ot the rooWor stream.

Oaci>, on the 18th of Nbvombor, IS:)", our 


globe must bare actually brushed through 
the thinner outer fringe of tbo astonishing 
aggregation which has since come to be 
known among astronomers as tho "^'ovo 
bor btraam," in contradistinction to another 
whobo skirts wo almost touch in August, 
and which la callod, therefore, tho August 
stream. Other stroams may exist, in the 
interplanetary spaces, of which the astrono- 
mers havo no positive knowledge; or, thoro 
may bo irregular masses, or even endless 
cases of separate motoorlc bodies, all rush- 
ing around tho sun in different orbits. It is 
certain that countloss millions of tnose ob- 
jects, mostly quite small bodle-, aro'actually 
drawn in upon tho earth. Most of thorn, 
apparently, aro burned up before reaching 
tho earth's surfaco, and descend in an in- 
vislblo, impalpable form of exceedingly flns 
dust. 


Occasionally this can be plainly soon—as 


it was onco, in tho suburbs of tbis city, only 
ton days ago, when it scorned at first, shown 
against tho afternoon sun, liko a real 
showor of rain, onlj a rain from a clear 
sky, but which quickly provod to ba a 
showor of dust, so flno, that unless It 
chanced to bo soon against the sun it was 
invisible. 
Mr. Proctor, tho astrouomer, 


holds this unseen falling meteoric dust to 
havo boen an appreciable, indeed an Im- 
portant, factor involved In tho problem 
of tho alleged growth of tho bulk of our 
planet, and lias actually triod to compute 
something of tho rate and extent of that 
supposed increase. 


LITERALLY "BURNT?" UP. 


However that may Iw, our globo certainly 


does capturo an enormous number of Jittlo 
bodios. Ono or more cau bo seen silently 
Btroaming across the sky on almost any 
clear, calm uight', sometimes a number of 
them—their seeming course across tho skyr 
Instead of plunging straight down, being 
raero'.y an optical oIToct, duo to tho angle 
ut which tho appearauco is seen. Tneso 
motoors, entering tho earth's atmosphere 
and plunging with moro anymore velocity 
as thoy get nearer tho purfaco, aro boated 
to a white boat (and thus mado luminous 
and visible) by tho increased friction caused 
by thoir increased spee.l and the incroasinj- 
/•lonsity of tbe air. Most of them appoai 
literally 
"burnt up," But 
como, usu 


ally the larger ouos, bold out agains' 
tboir own conflagration till they bursi 
with a groat explosion, or plungo intact (but 
rod-hot) into the ground—or the soa. With 
out giving credence to tho wostorn story, 
few years opo, of a man being killed by on 
of theso meteors, there is still somo smal 
dogree of likelihood that such a thing migh 
happen; a much losser chance than tho dan 
ger of boing struck by lightning. Tho Au 
gust train of nntoors is computed to bo 90, 
000,000 miles long—or about as long as thi 
distance from tho earth to tho sun. Other: 
are oC unknown length. 


Whore do thoy originate Tho question 


is easily askod. Tho answer, while it is ono 
about which wo feol but littlo doubt, seem 
-to bo not susceptible of boing sustained by 
actual proof. Th'jse meteoric bodios appoa- 
to IM not exactly liko any ot our rock? 
Many ot thoro aro raoro.liko a kind of half 
vitreous "iron stono" than anything else 
thoy show tho work of heat, and rin; 
on being struck by a hammer.

"How aro tho oggs preserved!'1 
"In tho simplest manuor. A small hole i; 


drilled in tbo side of the egg, and tlio con- 
tents removed by moans of a blow-pipe. 
Then tbo interior of tho shell is washed out 
with water and allowed to drain through 
tho drilled hole on a pioco of blottlng-pa]x>r. 
That is all that is necessary; tho shell will 
koop all right, and tho spoti seldom fa:ln. 
The dato of collodion andanumbor to show 
tbo sp-Jcio-s is then written on tho si.lu in 
which the bole is drilled. Then the egg i.i 
ready to bo placed on a layer of cotton or 
sawdust in tho box or cabinet where the 
collection is to b,i kept,1'
